FIRST EDITORIAL OF J. B. SEARCY, NOVEMBER 
16,1898 
With deep gratitude to God and profound rever- 
ence for brethren I now make my bow as editor of The 
a Baptist, which is:to be:the organ for the Baptist of 
‘ Mississippi. 
I am a native of Alabama, but it was in Newton 
“ county, in this State, September the 30th, 1855, that 
* “T first saw the light, and the burden of my sins rolled 
away.”’ In the providence of God most of my Chris- 
tian ‘life has been spent in’ another state, but as in the 
past, so in the future, my constant effort will be to 
unify, rather than divide my brethren. _ 

We are Baptists, nothing less, nothing more. As I 
said in becoming editor of the Arkansas paper seven- 
teen years ago, ‘‘we expect ever to advocate and vin- 
dicate the time honored principles of our faith, but 


shall endeavor to steer clear of endless and unprofita- ;

We have no friends to favor, nor foes to frown upon.
